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RESIDENTS on Haverhill's Clem¬ 
ents estate are calling for CCTV 
cameras following the latest wave 
of attacks on their cars. 

Vandals caused thousands of 
pounds damage when they scratched 
five cars in the Clarendon Road area. 

The Gower family, of Argyll Court, faced a 
£1,000 repair bill earlier this year when their 
previous car was targeted. 

And in between recent Sunday church 
visits, their newer VW Passat was scratched 
and they expect a similar bill. 

Sharon Gower, 39, a teacher who is 
currently staying home to care for her three 
children, said: “We parked the car where we 
usually do outside Clements Primary School. 
It was a Sunday between church visits at 
12.30pm and 6.30pm. 

“My husband Simon found the car scrat¬ 
ched down the bonnet and the sides. This is 
the second time this year and we know at least 
five neighbours who were affected.” 

She said the attacks had left her family 
feeling vulnerable and added: “We want more 
security cameras, they would act as a 
deterrent. We are seeing more police around 
but that’s usually after incidents. 

“The Clements estate has a bad name, 
which is unfortunate. We’ve been here eight 
years but this makes you feel vulnerable.”

Cuts in jail food 
funds a concern 


LACK of funding makes it almost 
impossible to feed prisoners 
properly at a Suffolk jail, with 
medical, education and employ¬ 
ment provision also inadequate, 
a report has revealed. 

These were some of the findings of the 
Independent Monitoring Board in its 
annual report on Edmunds Hill Prison at 
Stradishall, near Haverhill. 

The board commended the governor 
and staff for the pride they take in their 
work and said the 371-inmate prison is 
“a well managed, caring prison regime”. 

However, members of the board found 
that there was a constant issue with lack 
of funding, including reductions, with 
the budget of £2.10 a day to feed a 
prisoner causing particular concern,

especially for those with special dietary 
needs. 

Healthcare issues were highlighted, 
including those suffering from mental 
health conditions, and prisoners being 
transferred while in the process of 
receiving medical treatment was a 
particular concern. 

One sick man suffering from stomach 
cancer had to be returned to a London 
prison, resulting in an unnecessary 
round trip of more than 100 miles. 

Another prisoner with a heavily 
strapped leg - who should have been 
transported flat - was made to stand for 
the entire journey from London, 
collapsing when he arrived at Edmunds 


Hill and needing emergency treatment. 

Dental service was unsatisfactory 
with a routine waiting list of up to 16 
weeks and one prisoner extracting his 
own teeth to stop the constant pain. 

The board also felt the training prison 
did not have adequate provision from 
lob Centre Plus to help prisoners back 
into work. 

Their report said: “Too many prisoners 
are still re-offending and returning to 
prison. This is not good use of taxpayers’ 
money. 

“More has to be done to improve the 
education and skills in order to equip 
prisoners with the ability to integrate 
back into society.” 

Foreign nationals were still a concern, 
with prisoners left unaware of their 
release date or possible deportation.

POLICE say no final dec¬ 
ision has been made on 
proposals that could see 
Haverhill's dedicated 
response officers being 
briefed 18 miles away in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Suffolk Police Authority met 
last Friday to consider plans 
which could cut the number of 
locations at which response 
officers receive their briefings 
and start their shift. 

Cllr Tim Marks, who rep¬ 
resents Haverhill on the county 
council and is a member of the 
police authority, told the Weekly 
News earlier this month that he 
would “fight the town’s corner” 
and had concerns about the 
proposals for new district 
policing hubs. 

But Assistant Chief Constable 
Gary Kitching said: “At this stage 
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the proposals are still being 
considered and no final dec¬ 
ision has been made.” 

He said response times to 999 
calls are “excellent” and public 
confidence in the police is high. 

But he said that to remain in 
line with the nationally-set 
Policing Pledge, Project Resp¬ 
onse had been set up to look at 
how officers respond to and 
investigate incidents. 

He said: “Currently our resp¬ 
onse officers work from 23 
locations countywide. 

“The Project Response team 
is looking at whether this is the 
most appropriate number of 
bases from which our response 
officers receive their briefings 
and start their shift. 

“At present we are looking at 


reducing these briefing loc¬ 
ations to a smaller number to 
ensure all response officers and 
vehicles are used to maximum 
effect. 

“The 23 bases are also Safer 
Neighbourhood Team offices, so 
all will remain in place. 

“The proposals will see resp¬ 
onse officers briefed at one of 
the new strategic bases, just like 
under current arrangements, 
and then deployed to patrol a 
particular area of Suffolk.” 

He described it as an exciting 
project which could “revolut¬ 
ionise” policing in the county. 

He added: “It is designed to 
provide people with an even 
better policing service, which 
efficiently and effectively meets 
their needs.” 

Cllr Marks said: “The matter 
will go out to consultation 
before implementation.”

Niki MacKenzie, 33, of Belmont 
Court, said she and her husband had 
bought a new Renault Scenic in 
anticipation of the arrival of their 
baby in eight weeks’ time. 

The clinic co-ordinator said: “I am 
very annoyed. It’s a brand new car 
and the back window and boot have 
been scratched. 

“It’s the second time this has 
happened. The first time was around 
this time last year and that cost £800. 
It will be similar this time.” 

The family have lived there for 
three years and she said it was a “very 
safe” area until now. But after the 
vandalism between May 12 and 18, 
she supports calls for CCTV cameras, 
especially to monitor the walkways. 

Haverhill South town councillor 
Phillip French said: “It’s unfortunate 
that just a few make life a misery for 
the majority. 

“Most people on the Clements do 
a hard day’s work for a day’s pay and 
there’s nowhere near the trouble 
there was 20 years ago.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “Foll¬ 
owing these reports of damage, 
officers have been speaking to the 
community and schools in the area. 
Anyone with any concerns should 
contact the Haverhill Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team on (01284) 774100.” 

She added: “The number of 
vehicles affected in this spate makes 
it a very costly crime for those 
victims. 

“Any report of suspicious be¬ 
haviour could prevent a crime from 
being committed or assist police in 
catching thieves or vandals.”

Councillors 
cost us just 
£1 per day 

Sir, Like everyone else, I have been 
shocked by the recent revelations 
about MPs’ expenses claims. 

In the circumstances, and because 
many people already questioned me 
about this, I thought the situation in 
this regard at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council might be of interest 
to your readers. 

Allowances and expenses claimable 
by St Edmundsbury councillors are 
set as a result of recommendations 
by an independent (ie non-council) 
remuneration panel. They are 
publicly available, as are the exact 
amounts actually claimed by 
individual councillors. 

Expenses claimable must, of course, 
be wholly related to council business, 
are strictly controlled, and, not 
surprisingly as we are in such a rural 
area, are largely travelling costs 
(though councillors, while in office, 
do have the use of council laptops 
and broadband access). 

I have asked our chief executive to 
double check the figures, but our 
initial research reveals that over the 
last three years the total amounts 
actually claimed by St Edmundsbury 
councillors amounted to an average 
claim of approximately £350 per 
councillor per annum - or less than 
£1 per day. 

I hope this may reassure your readers 
that St Edmundsbury councillors (of 
all political parties) are here solely to 
serve the people they represent, as 
they are elected to do, and not to seek 
any personal financial gain.

I am not for one moment suggesting 
that St Edmundsbury councillors are 
special or get everything right for that 
matter, but I would like to thank 
them for their dedication and service 
to the people of St Edmundsbury. 
May I also take this opportunity to 
thank the hundreds of parish and 
town councillors, voluntary workers 
and many others throughout Suffolk 
- and particularly West Suffolk - who 
do so much for our communities 
without any remuneration or 
reimbursement of expenses 
whatsoever.

Last week’s Memories 
photograph, from our 
archives, showed protestors 
in Haverhill rallying against 
sugar prices. It was taken in 
August, 1974. 

The picture prompted a flood 
of responses from readers. 
Carol Welstand, who was 
pictured in the photograph, 
wrote in to say: “The elderly 
man at the front was Horace 
Eves, a well-known local 
Labour councillor. 

“The man on the right of the 
picture is David Hartley, who I 
was married to at the time. 
David’s parents, Ron and 
Evelyn Hartley, became the 
mayor and mayoress later on 
in the 1970s. 

“I’m not sure about the name 
of the man on the left as this 
was 35 years ago, but the 
name Alistaire, a Scotsman 
who was in the area for a 
short time, comes to mind. 
“We three young people were 
members of the Young 
Socialists group, affiliated to 
the local Labour Party. The 


protest was about the huge 
rise in sugar prices because 
of the sugar shortage at the 
time. One of the market stalls 
was selling sugar at an 
extortionate price. 

“I can’t remember if 12p a 
bag was the regular price or if 
that was the price it had 
suddenly gone up to, but I do 
know that the price had more 
than doubled almost 
overnight. It would be nice if it 
was still 12p a bag, but it was 
a lot of money in those days 
when my housekeeping 
money for the week was just 
£7, and yes I did manage to 
do a week’s shopping with 
such a small amount of cash. 
“It’s hard to believe that 35 
years have passed since this 
picture was taken. At the time, 
David and I were living with 
my grandparents, while 
waiting for a council house, 
the waiting list was long in 
those days and, unlike today, 
there were very few private 
rental properties available. 
“Our son, who is now 36 


years old, was just a baby. I 
had a copy of a very similar 
picture for sometime 
afterwards, but it got lost a 
few years ago when I was 
moving house. 

“We made the placards 
ourselves and waved them 
around with all the 
enthusiasm of the young and 
idealistic, hoping to get some 
free publicity and new 
members for the Young 
Socialists. 

“The picture was taken on a 
Saturday morning in the 
market place next to St 
Mary’s Church. I don’t know if 
there are still markets there 
as I moved away from the 
area in the late 1980s.” 

Geoff Shipp, of North Avenue, 
Haverhill, also had memories 
of the protest and sent in 
several newspaper cuttings 
about the sugar price rises, 
including the cutting of the 
picture, which appeared in the 
Cambridge Evening News on 
August 24,1974. 

He recognised everyone in 


the picture, including Alasdair 
Beal. 

“Myself and a couple of 
others were also leafleting in 
the town. 

“There had been a branch of 
the Young Socialists formed 
just two weeks before and this 
was an ideal opportunity to 
get some good publicity. It 
was David who organised the 
demonstration. 

“The story ran for a couple of 
weeks, even making it to the 
Labour Party’s own national 
newspaper, Labour Weekly. I 
seem to remember we got a 
mention on local TV news too. 
“Alasdair lives in Leeds and 
was working in the area at the 
time and joined the local 
Labour Party for a couple of 
months. We still exchange 
Christmas cards and bump 
into each other at 
demonstrations in London. 

“In retrospect, calling Mr 
Bailey, the market trader, a 
‘sugar baron’ was probably a 
bit of a youthful 
overstatement. I’m not sure 
either how Harry Eves 
qualified to be a Young 
Socialist at the age of 70. 
“Still, happy days and fond 
memories.” 

■ Louise Tabram wrote in 
with memories of our picture 
of May 14. She was in the 
photograph, along with her 
friends. 

She said: “There’s Katrina 
Martin and Ashley List in the 
front and behind them is me 
and Wendy Morton with her 
little sister Sally in her lap.

EASTERN Europeans are 
returning home in droves, but 
there has been an increase in 
migrants coming to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

However, that movement has 
come from within the UK, according 
to latest figures from the Office of 
National Statistics. 

Some 120,000 migrants left the 
eastern region but another 140,000 
came to the area from other parts of 
Britain. 

The latest figures will not come as 
a surprise to fulie Spence, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Chief Constable. 

Mrs Spence gained a national 
profile after speaking out about an 
increase in migrant crime. 

She first sparked debate in 
September 2007 by raising the issue 
of the impact of immigration on 
Cambridgeshire which made it the 
fastest-growing county in the UK. 

It is now home to 93 different 
cultures and 100 different languages. 

Speaking in April, she vowed to 
continue pressing the Government 
for extra cash to pay for more officers 
to deal with the increased 
population. 

Tens of thousands more immi¬ 


grants are still arriving in Britain. 

The number of migrants returning 
to the eight countries which joined 
the EU in 2004 more than doubled 
last year. 

Provisional figures from the 
International Passenger Survey 
showed a total of 56,000 Eastern 
Europeans left Britain in the 12 
months to September last year, as the 
economy began to cool. 

That compares with only 25,000 


who left the previous year. But 
because 100,000 arrived, there was 
still an overall increase of 44,000. 

More recent figures released by the 
Home Office indicated even sharper 
declines in new eastern European 
workers as the economy slipped in to 
recession. 

Campaigners complained the 
overall level of immigration was still 
high. Net immigration - the numbers 
arriving minus those leaving - was 


147,000 in the year to September. 

Andrew Green, chairman of 
Migrationwatch, said: “This small 
reduction in immigration brings it 
close to the official projection so the 
population of the UK is still on 
course to hit 70 million by 2028. 

“We need action not talking to get 
our population under control.” 

But Immigration Minister Phil 
Woolas claimed immigration levels 
were “balancing”. 


County sixth 
for abortions 

THERE were 1,271 abortions in 
Cambridgeshire last year, new 
figures show. 

Department of Health stat¬ 
istics released last week reveal 
the county had the sixth highest 
number of abortions in 2008 of 
the 14 primary care trust areas in 
the East of England. 

However, North and East Hert¬ 
fordshire, which includes Roy- 
ston, had the highest number in 
the East - 1,743. 

Suffolk saw a total of 1,282 ab¬ 
ortions among all ages in 2008, 
while West Essex had 1,087. 

There were 111 abortions 
among under 18s in Cambridge¬ 
shire last year. The number of 
abortions among under 16s in 
the county between 2006 and 
2008 was 75. 

Across England and Wales, 
there were 195,296 abortions last 
year - a fall of 1.6 per cent on 
2007. 

Dr Patricia Lohr, medical dir¬ 
ector of the British Pregnancy 
Advisory Service, which provides 
contraception and abortion ser¬ 
vices, said of the national stat¬ 
istics: “We are pleased to see that 
these statistics show more abor¬ 
tions are happening at an earlier 
stage - there has been a 3 per 
cent rise in the number of under 
10 weeks abortions which are 
now at 73 per cent. 

“Ninety per cent of all abort¬ 
ions were carried out under 13 
weeks. 

“Wbers of later abortions 
remain comparatively tiny at 1 
per cent after 20 weeks, reflect¬ 
ing the complex circumstances 
in which these are requested.”

Are our MPs worth 
the price we pay? 


The row over MPs’ expenses refuses to die down. As 
the Weekly News reveals we’ve paid almost £1.3 
million in expenses to our nine local politicians we ask: 
are they worth the money? Reporting by LAURA JEAN 
MORRIS and LEANNE EHREN. 


H e may not be 

sleeping on a camp 
bed in his 

Westminster office, as one 
MP claims she does, but 
Cambridge MP David 
Howarth certainly seems to 
be doing his best to keep 
his expenses down. 

The Lib Dem member lodged 
one of the lowest travel expenses 
claims of any of the mid-Anglia 
MPs in 2007-2008, despite being 
the only one not taking advantage 
of the controversial additional 
costs allowance. 

The Weekly News has used 
figures from 

Theyworkforyou.com, which aims 
to give the public information on 
how much their MPs are 
spending and what they are doing 
with that money, to compare our 
region’s MPs’ expenses and 
Westminster appearances. 

And while the figures don’t 
detail the hours MPs put in at 
their constituency offices, 
surgeries or even their 
Westminster offices, they do show 


how many votes and debates they 
have taken part in. 

Mr Howarth can be seen using 
the train from Cambridge to 
London during parliamentary 
sessions. By applying annually for 
a season ticket he managed to 
keep his expenses for commuting 
to below £4,400 in 2007 to 2008, 
with just £10 claimed on car 
mileage in the same year. 

Andrew Lansley, by 
comparison, with a home in 
Orwell, claimed not only £21,399 
in Additional Costs Allowance 
(ACA), but also nearly £7,000 in 
travelling expenses between his 
South Cambridgeshire 
constituency and London. Of that 
total he spent more than £3,000 
on car travel. 

His example is also followed by 
lames Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, who has spoken 


in just 19 debates this year, but 
lodged claims for more than 
£23,000 additional costs 
allowance as well as £7,823 for 
2007 to 2008 in travel expenses. 

Saffron Walden’s MB Sir Alan 
Haselhurst, has been roundly 
criticised for his gardening bill 
claims, but despite being tipped 
as a big spender his annual total 
expenses claims of £122,968 
actually puts him at one of the 
lowest cost MPs in the area. 
However, he put in a whopping 
£4,502 claim for travel between 
his Duddenhoe End home and 
Westminster for 2007 and 2008 
despite also renting a flat in one 
of London’s most prestigious 
areas. 

Speaking to the Weekly News 
last week, Sir Alan defended his 
decision not to commute to 
London on a daily basis because 


he is Deputy Speaker in the 
House of Commons, which he 
says would make it unacceptable 
for him not to be in his chair on 
time during Parliamentary 
sessions. 

Sir Alan, who is tipped to be 
one of the front-runners for the 
recently vacated Speaker post, 
said: “People have asked why I 
don’t commute, but it just 
wouldn’t be on for me to turn up 
late and say: “Oh, sorry chaps, I 
got stuck on the train.’” 

Like many MPs caught up in 
the expenses furore he maintains 
that all his expenses were above 
board and within the rules. 

But following a meeting of the 
heads of Britain’s top political 
parties, claims for items such as 
gardening and home renovations 
will no longer be allowed under 
the second home allowance 
scheme. 

The Weekly News attempted to 
contact all nine mid-Anglia MPs 
about the figures. Shailesh Vara, 
MP for Northwest 
Cambridgeshire, Richard Spring, 
MP for West Suffolk, and James 
Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, failed to reply.

Tacks strewn over road 
disrupt charity bike ride 



FORMER Weekly News 
employee Aaron Castell 
has spoken of his dis¬ 
appointment that a char¬ 
ity bike ride was disrupted 
by carpet tacks spread 
across roads. 

Aaron, 22, of Chappie 
Drive, Haverhill, was one 
of 3,500 people taking part 
in the Etape Caledonia, 
over 81 miles around 
Pitlochry, Perthshire, and 
he was raising funds for 
Macmillan Cancer Care. 

But tacks were strewn 
on a section of the race, 
bursting hundreds of tyres 
and bringing the event to 
a halt. Police said it was a 
reckless act and it was 
fortunate no-one was 
hurt. 

It is the only mass part¬ 
icipation cycle event in 
Britain where all the roads 
travelled on are closed for 
the event and that had 
angered some locals. 

Despite the problems 
Aaron, who worked in the 
planning department in 
Milton before joining 
Betfair as a Telbet operator 
in Stevenage, still man¬ 
aged to raise around £200. 

He said: “I was one of 
the first who got stopped 
and had to wait for the full 
hour and 25 minutes while 
they attempted to clear 
the roads. 

“The police then came 
and escorted us down the

descent - it was con¬ 
sidered too dangerous as 
we had stopped for so 
long and our bodies were 
so cold. 

“For me it was a massive 
disappointment. 

“It was a very enjoyable 
event and very well 


organised. I managed to 
raise over £200 so I am 
more than happy with 
that.”

HAVERHILL Town Council has been 
awarded the prestigious Quality 
Council status. 

The council had to demonstrate that it 
could reach the standard required by 
passing several tests to get the accreditation 
from the National Association of Local 
Councils (NALC). 

It had to show how it serves the electorate 
by keeping them informed, engaging with 
the community, preparing annual reports, 
and promoting local democracy by 
encouraging people to stand in elections. 

Councils must show that at least two- 
thirds of councillors were elected. They must 
publish draft minutes of meetings within 
two months of them taking place and make 
them available for inspection by any elector. 

They must have a website which provides 
a list of members and officers, details of how 
they can be contacted and also provide 
access to the annual report. 

To qualify for Quality Council status, 
councils are required to adopt a code of 
conduct and provide a training “statement of 
intent” identifying key areas of training need 
for both staff and members. 

Gordon Mussett, town clerk, said the 
council was one of 16 out of 800 in Suffolk to 
achieve the status and one of 700 
nationwide. 

He said: “The award of Quality Council 
status reflects the hard work that both 
members and officers are putting in to 
provide the best service for the residents of 
the town. 

“The town council sees this award as 
opening doors in the discussions that will 
take place regarding the transfer of further 
services to the town council.” 

He said the award shows that the council 
is reputable and it would help in its dealings 
with partner organisations. 

The Quality Parish and Town Council 
Scheme was launched in 2003 following the 
Government’s Rural White Paper 2000.

Hip Hop festival’s 
final magic number 


EIGHTIES icons De La Soul 
take to the stage this week as 
a final flourish of this year’s 
Cambridge Hip Hop Week. 

One of the most artistic and 
creative hip-hop acts of all time, the 
Long Island trio have cast a long 
shadow over their contemporaries 
since their debut in the late 1980s. 

De La Soul were always seen as a 
breath of fresh air to the hip hop 
world with their smooth beats and 
lyrics that were less abrasive than 
many of their contemporaries, 
earning them the monicker “Hip Hop 
Hippies”. 

Its three members are men with a 


myriad of names: Kelvin Mercer 
being also known as Posdnuos, 
Mercenary, Plug Wonder Why, and 
Plug One; David Jude Jolicoeur as 
Trugoy the Dove and Plug Two; and 
Vincent Mason who also answers to 
PA, Pasemaster Mase, Maseo and 
Plug Three. 

They formed in high school and 
quickly caught the attention of 
producer Paul Huston, aka Prince 
Paul, courtesy of their demo tap 
Plug Tunin. Prince Paul was also 
sometimes referred to as Plug Four. 

The “Plug” nicknames are alleged 
to come from the numbers that each 
bandmate’s microphone was labeled 
on the soundboard. 


Famed for their quirky lyrics and 
eclectic sampling tactics De La Soul 
are also regarded as having made a 
groundbreaking contribution to both 
the jazz rap and alternative hip hop 
subgenres. 

In 2006, the group came back to 
the fore of collective consciousness 
when they won a Grammy for their 
collaboration with Britpop darling 
Damon Albarn’s Gorillaz on the 
single Feel Good Inc. 

But their fame was assured from 
their very first album, 3 Feet High 
and Rising, widely hailed as a hip- 
hop masterpiece and also the band’s 
biggest commercial success to date. 

Such was the cross-over appeal 
of its playful lyrics, witty slant and 
innovative sampling techniques that 
3 Feet High and Rising was voted 
Album of the Year by the veritable 
bastion of guitar-based rock music 
NME magazine. 

Although subsequent albums have 
sold progressively less, each has 
been lauded by the critics, and the 
enduring appeal of hits such as The 
Magic Number, Say No Go and Me 
Myself and I continues today. 

Next Wednesday’s gig at 
Cambridge’s The Junction, starts at 
7pm with support courtesy of 
Delegates of Culture. All under 14s 
must be accompanied by an adult.

Floral blooms could 
help save butterflies 


A ttracting wildlife to 
your garden is still on 
the agenda of top 
designers, as horticultural 
shows are demonstrating 
this year, with butterflies 
very much in the picture. 

As certain butterfly species 
decline, including the High Brown 
Fritillary, Wood White, Duke of 
Burgundy and Pearl Bordered 
Fritillary, exhibitors at Chelsea 
Flower Show have been 
promoting plants and habitats to 
help them. 

Show gardens displayed 
“butterfly mounds” and plantings 
of nectar-rich, traditional annual 
bedding plants such as nemesia 
and cherry-pie plant 
(heliotropium) to attract 
hoverflies and butterflies. 

A good garden might be visited 
by 22 species of butterfly and 
hundreds of different moths each 
year, depending on where you 
live. 

Yet three-quarters of the 59 
resident butterfly species that 
remain in Britain are in decline, 
including the most common ones: 
the large white, small white, red 
admiral, peacock and small 
tortoiseshell. 

Now PlantforLife, an initiative 
run by the Horticultural Trades 
Association to help people make 
the most of their gardens, has 
teamed up with environmental 
charity Butterfly Conservation to 
launch a public awareness 
campaign, encouraging people to 
attract butterflies into their 
garden.

unbelievably, much of Britain’s 
countryside is a no-go area for 
many favourite butterflies. 

Habitat has been ploughed up or 
become overgrown. Anybody 
who’s been for a country walk 
recently will tell you butterflies are 
a rarity. 

“Scientists fear that in some 
areas we’re entering a post¬ 
butterfly era.” 

The campaigners have now 
produced a guide, MakingYour 
Garden Flutter, which offers tips 
to help preserve these creatures. 

Butterflies love heavily-scented 
flowers, so plant Sedum 
spectabile and Verbena 
bonariensis to attract them into 
your garden. 

Nectar-rich plants such as 
cowslip (Primula veris), bugle 
(Ajuga rep tans), lavender and 
honesty flowers will also 
encourage them in. Many good 
nectar plants are hardy, perennial 
and easy to grow. 

Grow flowers in sunny, 
sheltered areas, as butterflies will 
seek out the warmest parts of 
your garden.

planting shrubs and small trees 
such as common honeysuckle 
around the edges of your plot, but 
make sure your flower beds 
remain in full sunlight. 

Keep a good variety of flowers 
which are available from early 
spring to autumn in your garden. 
Plants such as Buddleia davidii 
‘Harlequin’ will give butterflies the 
fuel they need to keep them 
airborne. 

Early flowers are great for 
butterflies just emerging from 
hibernation, such as aubrieta, 
bluebell, clover, forget-me-not, 
pansy, primrose and wallflower. 

In late summer and autumn 
some species need to build up 
their reserves in preparation for 
winter, so benefit from late- 
summer bloomers including 
buddleia, sedum, ivy, Michaelmas 
daisy, mint, scabious and thyme. 

Creating a wild area within your 
garden can encourage butterfly 
species to breed. Simply allow 
grasses and wild flowers which are 
already there to grow, or 
supplement them with extra 
plants. In the first year of growing 
the wild area, cut it several times 
to allow the wild flowers a chance 
against other competitive grasses.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Azalea 

These acid-loving shrubs, which 
burst with colour in late spring 
and early summer, are a must if 
you want to brighten up dull 
corners - and they also look 
fantastic as stand-alone 
specimens in tubs. 

Azaleas, which are generally 
smaller, daintier versions of 
rhododendrons, can be either 
deciduous or evergreen. I love the 
evergreen varieties which are low 
and spreading, producing sheets 
of flowers in May. They work 
wonderfully in pots and many are 
hardy enough to cope with frost 
pockets, although you have to 
choose carefully. Good varieties 
include Rhododendron ‘Blue 
Danube’, a compact, neat 
evergreen azalea which bears 
masses of mauve flowers, is 
extremely hardy and ideally 
placed in light shade. 

Another pretty specimen, which 
is not as robust and will need a 
sheltered spot, is R. ‘Gumpo 
White’, which grows to around one 
metre (three feet). If you want 
some bigger types, try deciduous 
azaleas, which can flower as 
prolifically as their evergreen 
relatives but also have fantastic 
foliage colour in autumn. 

Azaleas come in a mass of 
colours, from blues and pinks to 
reds, oranges, whites and yellows. 
Acid soil is essential, and they are 
best off in a sheltered site in partial 
shade. If you don’t choose one of 
the hardier varieties you may need 
to put horticultural fleece over the 
shrubs on frosty nights.

300,000 will benefit 
from scrappage deal 


THE Government’s “cash 
for bangers” car scrappage 
scheme will prove to be a 
great help to the British 
vehicle industry, Gordon 
Brown said as the scheme 
commenced last week. 

The initiative allows owners 
of cars and small vans more 
than 10 years old to get £2,000 
off the price of a brand new 
vehicle when scrapping their 
old motor. 

The Government and

manufacturers are sharing the 
cost of the scheme, which will 
last until the end of February 
2010 or until the £300m 
Government funding runs out. 

The Prime Minister and 
Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson chatted to some of 
the first people to take 
advantage of the scheme at a 
Nissan dealership in Mill Hill, 
north west London, as the deal 
began. 

Mr Brown explained: “This 
scheme is going to be one 
that’s very popular. We expect 
about 300,000 people to take it 
up. 

“It’s also going to be a great 
help to the British car industry 
and it is part of our 
programme of getting the 
economy moving forward.” 

Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson also hailed the 
“cash for bangers” scheme as a 


“wonderful bargain” for 
motorists and good news for 
all those working in the car 
industry. 

The Cabinet Minister said 
he hoped buyers would take 
advantage of the scheme that 
gets under way today, allowing 
owners to scrap cars and small 
vans more than 10 years old 
and get £2,000 off the price of 
a brand new vehicle. 

The Government and car 
makers are sharing the cost of 
the scheme, which will last 
until the end of next February 
or until the £300m Govern¬ 
ment funding runs out. 

Lord Mandelson told Sky 
News: “We have put £300 
million into this scheme and 
we want every penny spent on 
new cars for Britain’s 
motorists. 

“It will not just be a great 
bargain for the motorists, and 


a great opportunity for them 
to seize, but of course it will be 
a great boost for those 
hundreds of thousands of 
people who work in, or are 
dependent on, the car 
manufacturing sector in our 
country, so it is a ‘win-win’ all 
way round. 

“That is why I hope people 
will go out and take advantage 
of the scheme.” 

Although the UK scheme is 
voluntary, all the major 
manufacturers have signed up 
for it and many are planning 
to continue their own sales 
incentives on top of the 
scrappage deal. 

Paul Everitt, chief executive 
of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, 
said: “The scrappage scheme 
is good news for consumers 
and the UK motor industry 
alike.”
